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ROADS TO ROME 





Among the most interesting articles which have ever appeared in The 
Chronicle was the series, published a couple of years ago, on the history 
of equitation by Sidney Felton. Beginning in early classic times, before 
the invention of saddles and stirrups, the articles outlined the development 
of riding as an art and as a science, through the Roman cavalry trooper, 
the mediaeval knight in armor, the great masters of the manege such as 
Pluvinel and the Duke of Newcastle, and so on to Caprilli and the present. 

Down through the centuries, as we have found new tasks for horses, 
we changed our equipment, our style of riding, and our type of mount. 
What could offer a greater contrast than the chair-like saddle, the envelop- 
ing chain mail, and the elaborate bit of the Crusaders who had to be lifted 
onto their ponderous destriers, with the single rawhide thong tied about 
the lower jaw with which the North American Indians, riding bareback, 
guided their ponies through milling herds of buffalo and skirmishes with 
the enemy. Although the uses for and types of horses have been tremen- 
dously curtailed in number during the past two hundred years, we still 
have the nomadic herds of Mongolia and of the Bedouin tribes; the Walers 
of Australia, the Criollos of the South American pampas, and the Quarter 
Horses of our Western plains, all of which are used for working cattle and 
sheep ; the small and large pony breeds of the British Isles, of Scandinavia 
and of Africa; and the European breeds of riding horses. The equipment 
and the style of riding employed in connection with these various breeds 
differs widely. 

The Chronicle is concerned only with Thoroughbred and near Thor- 
oughbred horses and the sports for which they are used—flat racing, 
steeplechasing, foxhunting, polo, horse shows and the rest. Because the 
future of any sport rests with the younger generation we are also con- 
cerned with the ponies of riding type which take part in the junior events 
of these sports. Even within this specialized and comparatively uniform 
field, however, there are wide differences. The flat race jockey, the steeple- 
chase rider, the foxhunter, the polo player, the competitors over jumps in 
the Prix des Nations and in the arena of the Grand Prix de Dressage, all 
use different equipment, a different style of riding and horses which have 
been differently schooled. 
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Within any one of these sports 
there is general agreement as to 
how a horse should perform, but 
considerable difference of opinion 
as to how that performance can be 
best attained. In recognition of this 
fact, the U. S. Pony Clubs, Inc., the 
national organisation devoted to 
teaching these sports to children, 
has refused to adopt a detailed 
manual for the teaching of riding. 

Tliere are indeed many roads to 
Rome. Some of the so-called “ex- 
perts”, however, are inclined to 
maintain that theirs is the only road, 
and either to criticise or to ostenta- 
tiously disassociate themselves from 
the roads of others. What we want, 
after all, is more horses and more 
riders who are pointing toward the 
highest standards of performance. 
As long as they are proceeding in 
the right direction, we can have no 
quarrel with the roads they travel.

of Legislatures

When an animal is injured beyond re- 
pair or is dying slowly of a painful and 
incurable ailment, the wise veterinarian 
knows that the kindest thing to do is to 
terminate the suffering mercifully. The 
owner of the unfortunate creature may be 
heartbroken, but he will give his consent 
to a humane ending. To refuse would be 
condemning his pet to senseless torture. 

It’s a blessing that such cases are not 
placed in the hands of state legislatures, 

While the sufferer writhed in agony, 
the solons would refer to committees, 
listen to lobbyists and argue over the 
course most likely to get them re-elected. 
When the decision was made - at last - to 
exterminate the unhappy subject of debate, 
there would be a sifting of veterinarians 
to make sure that the most devoted party 
member got the job of administering the 
needle. It is likely that the delegate froma 
thinly-populated county would add a rider 
calling for a team of five veterinarians, 
all getting full pay. 

Sad to say, whenit’s time to puta horse 
park out of its misery, the decision DOES 
fall into legislative hands. 

Right now, on the Eastern Shore of 
Maryland, there is a racetrack that is 
begging to die . The poor thing - the Ocean 
Downs harness arena - has been suffering 
the convulsions that accompany under- 
nourishment ever since it was born, 

The steps taken to effect a cure are on 
a mental level with those employed by an 
African witch doctor working on a bad case 
of tsetse bite. 

Nobody but a state legislator - or a 
witch doctor - could have proposed such 
methods without busting out laughing at 
his own comedy. 

A couple of years ago the wretched 
thing was lying flat on its back waiting for 
the sweet relief that comes through merci- 
ful death. It would have been an act of 
charity to stand back and allow it toexpire 
in peace, 


Exhaustive Studies Made 
Doctors who have made exhaustive 
studies of such cases agree that there IS 
a panacea which will keep a racetrack - 
or any gambling operation - healthy. The 
infallible medicine is lots of people with 
plenty of money to bet. 


This cannot be gained through act of 
legislature nor executive decree. It is one 
of the immutable laws of nature. 

The last person in the world to recog- 
nize the laws of nature is the gent who 
invents the laws of man. So an oxygen 
crew of the legislature went rushing in with 
a remedy. A measure was enacted toper- 
mit one track of 12 to keep ALL the 
breakage. 

This money came directly from the 
fund that the constitutional law permitting 
gambling gave to the state; so it came out 
of the taxpayers’ pockets.

The bill would give the governor power 
to remove any member of the commission 
whenever the whim struck him. 

One delegate, quoted by Mr. Lamb, 
said, ‘*The Ocean Downs people want to 
make sure their wishes are granted in 
every respect. If this measure goes 
through, and I think it will, you can be 
sure the commission will be tilted in their 
favor at the expense of all other tracks, 
including the Thoroughbred, and the State. 

Mr. Lamb quoted a Baltimore delegate 
as saying, ‘‘This bill is poisonous, but 
I’m going to vote for it. The ‘man upstairs’ 
wants it.” 

The ‘‘man upstairs’, as Mr. Lamb 
interprets it, is the Governor of Maryland. 

You can’t help but admire the moral 
courage of the ‘Baltimore delegate’’. 

His classic ‘*This bill is poisonous, 
but I’m going to vote for it’®, nodoubt will

go into the history books of the future, 
along with ‘*Give me liberty or give me 
death”, and ‘‘{ regret that I have but one 
life to give for my country”’. 

Must be right hard for the fellow to go 
home, though, and look his conscience in 
the eye - or his little boy who, no doubt, 
regards his dad as the finest thing since 
Lincoln. 

The activities of Maryland’s legislat- 
ors might seem to be of little importance 
nationally, but the worst thing about law- 
makers is that they can read, 

The boys in one political division read 
about something the lads in another have 
done and run right back to the factory with 
plans. 

That’s why the take in New York is 
1S per cent, and the grab keeps going up 
all the time everywhere, making it more 
difficult for favorite players to make a 
living. 

If the news ever gets around that the 
State of Maine snatches 17 per cent, the 
horse-players’ situation will be hopeless.

Gulfstream Park 
Green Valley Handicap 

The first running of the Green Valley 
Handicap, $10,000 added, drew 8 starters 
on Wednesday, March 18, at Gulfstream 
Park, Brae Burn Farm’s General Arthur 
was the winner of the mile turf race for 
3-year-olds and upward. *My Hour II, 
owned by the Estate of P. H. B. Freling- 
huysen, finished second, one and one- 
half lengths behind the winner. Elmen- 
dorf’s Day Court was third and Howell 
E, Jackson’s Four Fathoms fourth, The 
time for the mile over soft, soggy turf 
was 1,39 3/5 and it will have to serve 
as a track record for Gulfstream Park 
as no track record for one mile over 
turf was recorded there prior to this 
race. 

General Arthur is a 5-year-old brown 
gelding by Count Fleet-Cigar Maid, by 
Pavot, and was bred by J. Schiffer. J. R. 
Hastie is his trainer and jockey J. Leonard 
was up. General Arthur got $8,225 for his 
winning effort, giving him $39,022 for his 
three victories out of four starts for 
1959, 


Gulfstream Park Handicap 
With Calumet’s Bardstown being 
scratched due to the sloppy condition of 
the track, Brunetti & Piarulli’s Vertex 


was made the favorite in the $100,000 
added Gulfstream Park Handicap, for 3- 
year-olds and up, at one and one-quarter 
miles, Sat. March 21. The race drew 
eleven starters and it turned out to be a 
ding-dong contest between Vertex and 
Mrs. T. Christopher’s *Amerigo. At the 
finish it was Vertex by aneck over *Ameri- 
go and Mrs. Ada L. Rice’s Air Pilota neck 
behind *Amerigo, Crabgrass Stable’s 
Noureddin took fourth money and Mrs. S. 
H. Sadacca’s A Dragon Killer got fifth 
place money, which amounted to $3,000. 
The time was 2.01 3/5. 

Vertex is a 5-year-old chestnut son 
of The Rhymer-Kanace, by Case Ace. He 
was bred by F. A. Piarulli. J. F. Piarulli 
trains him and Sam ‘‘The Man” Boulmetis 
was the rider. Vertex picked up $80,700 
for his victory. 

Mrs. L. G. Bishop’s Ricci Tavi, the 
only supplementary nominee in the race 
broke down and was pulled up, after going 
a half mile. 


Bowie 
The Governor’s Gold Cup 

Fifteen 3-year-olds went postward in 
the Sth running of the Governor’s Gold 
Cup, on Saturday, March 21, at Bowie. 
The prize was the $25,000 added money 
of the Governor’s Gold Cup, a seven 
furlongs allowance stakes. Pen Bolero, 
owned by Mrs. B. Cohen, wife of Pimlico’s 
Secretary-Treasurer, defeated G B. 
Fischback’s Festival King by ahead. L. P. 
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Guy’s Pointer was third and C. C. Bos- 
hamer’s Carolina Joy was fourth. It took 
Pen Bolero 1.23 2/5 of a second to cover 
the seven furlongs over a fast track, 
Bolero is the sire of Pen Bolero 
which is out of Pen’s Norado, by Pensive. 
C. E. Buckley bred the winner and Eddie 
Yowell trains him. Howie Grant was the 
winning jockey. Pen Bolero picked up 
$23,327.50 for his first stakes victory.

The course was changed somewhat this 
year for the 18th annual Piedmont Fox 
Hounds Point-to-Point held March 28th on 
the farms of Mrs. Stewart and Dr. and 
Mrs. A. C. Randolph near Upperville, Va. 
This provided a definite lesson in knowing 
the course, not only for the riders but also 
for anyone trying to cover the event. 

Miss Sally Roszel on Mrs. Fletcher 
Harper’s Norwood and Miss Marilyn Reid 
on James Hruska’s Gypsy Moon were 
away on top with the latter setting the 
pace over the first jump. In behind the 
pace setter was owner-rider Miss Phyllis 
Mill on Royal Romance with Miss Tansie 
Hancock on Joseph M. Mulford’s Spanish 
Clown third. The field went out of sight 
as the horses raced over the course which 
now lay parallel with Route 50 and from 
the “‘usual vantage point’, the second 
jump (a new post and rail) was out of 
sight. Turning slightly left-handed, the 
next jump was a stone wall and Gypsy 
Moon was still out on top with Royal 
Romance occupying the second slot. Once 
again the field went out of sight and now 
the problem was, ‘‘How many jumps were 
out there?”* 

Back in sight over a familiar jump by 
the barn (later identified as No. 5), Miss 
Hancock had brought Spanish Clown inbe- 
hind the leading Gypsy Moon but the field 


was being bothered by Clean Home with- 
out his owner-rider Miss Phoebe Albert. 
The young rider had come a cropper at 
the fourth jump. After the sixth, a stone 
wall, the field galloped toward a beacon 
and then swung right-handed to approach 
the seventh, another stone wall. Then they 
went toward another beacon and swung 
left-handed toward the eighth, a plank 
jump. Clean Home cut straight across the 
field from the seventh jump and as Miss 
Elliott MclIlhinney reached the eighth jump 
on Clayton Kephart’s Ba-Sic, Clean Home 
bumped the pair, sending Miss Mcllhinney 
earthward, 

With two loose horses, the number of 
the jumps not certain, the pickup was at 
the post and rail on top of the hill op- 
posite the judges’ stand (this proved to be 
the tenth). Overthisjump Miss Mills on 
Royal Romance led Spanish Clown with 
Miss Kathy Kusner third on J. Mallory 
Nash’s Gin Rickey. Ba-Sic was running 
loose between Spanish Clown and Gin 
Rickey and Norwood was in the clear for 
the fourth slot but the loose Clean Home 
was next ahead of Gypsy Moon. Gypsy 
Moon was pulled up after jumping the 
tenth, 

Over the stonewall after the long gallop 
from the tenth, Royal Romance still led but 
Gin Rickey was gaining and SpanishClown

and Norwood were not in contention, Out 
of sight over the twelfth end back into 
view over the thirteenth, the order was 
the same but Miss Kusner sent the gray 
Gin Rickey to the top on the flat and did 
not relinquish her lead over the fourteenth 
and final. In the stretch drive Gin Rickey 
continued to improve his position to win 
with Royal Romance placing ahead of 
Spanish Clown and Norwood finishing 
fourth. 

The Piedmont Plate 

The Piedmont Plate was an open race 
at about three miles and when the scratches 
were finally in line, there were five start- 
ers. Mr. James Hruska wasted no time 
in sending Edward Bennett’s Pobejo away 
from the starter’s flag, followed by Mr. 
Charles Linton on John T. Crane’s Glimpse 
-O but Pobejo was quickly rated off the 
pace so that Glimpse-O led over the first 
jump. At this jump, Mr. Russell Dart was 
almost out as a lost rider when Hunton 
Atwell’s Daddy Darling put in a rough one. 
When the field came into sight approaching 
the third, it was still Glimpse-O with 
Major George C. Fox and Cool Harbor 
second ahead of Daddy Darling, Pobejo 
and Mr. Gordon Fishback on Dr. R. N. 
Carrier’s Wee Joe. 

Into sight over the fifth, Daddy Darling 
was in behind the still leading Glimpse- 
O, Major Fox having gone down over the 
fourth when he and Cool Harbor were 
shut off. On the flat after the eighth, Wee

Although the 27th running of the Spring- 
dale Cup, a 2-mile steeplechase, rated 
secondary honors on the program it was 
overshadowed by other races as only 3 
of the 9 nominees accepted at posttime. 
Taking the lead at the start in the $1,200 
test over 11 brush fences, *Another 
Hyacinth under Robert McDonald led for 
most of the journey, with Mrs. M, G. 
Walsh’s Kingsbury pressing over all of the 
jumps. The pair sailed the final jump as 
a team and landing McDonald broke a stir- 
rup leather, almost coming off Mrs. Wil- 
liam D, Hail’s ’chaser. At a disadvantage 
in the run to the wire, *Another Hyacinth 
gave way to permit Kingsbury to win by © 
a length. Running 3rd and last throughout, — 
Randolph D, Rouse’s Repeat Mandate com- 
pleted the finish. 

Breaking his maiden over obstacles 
by winning a hurdle race atSouthern Pines, 
Kingsbury made it two-straight and won 
his first race over brush in 3:21. The 
victory completed a double for Mrs.

Grand National - Aintree 


Peter Towers-Clark 


It is an old axiom that the better the 
going, the fewer the number of horses 
that finish in the Grand National. The 
reason for this apparent paradox lies in 
the one word ‘speed’, for it is the pace 
that kills at Aintree, and it is fair to 
say that many a good hunter could get 
round in his own time. 

With perfect underfoot conditions, the 
truth of the adage was firmly established 
this year, for of the 34 horses that start- 
ed out on the almost 4 1/2 miles over 
thirty fences, four only arrived at the 
winning post, But just as a fast-run race 
cuts down the survivors, so does it normal- 
ly prevent one of those unpredictable 
‘turn-ups’ that have added so much to the 
glamor of the Grand National. And what- 
ever else may be written of the race, 
it can go down in history that the four 
finishers in 1959 were all worthy of 
their prize money. 

The winner, eight-year-old English- 
trained Oxo had won two of his last

three races and run second in the other 
to earn fifth rating in the handicap of 
153 lb. and he started second favorite 
at 8-1; the Scottish horse, Wyndburgh, 
the 10-1 chance that finished second, 
had occupied the same position in 1957 
and when favorite had been fourth last 
year; the Irish-trained third, Mr. What, 
favored this year at 6-1, had been last 
year’s winner; while the mare Tiberetta, 
the only other to finish, had run second 
to Mr. What in 1958 and third to Sundew 
and Wyndburgh in the previous year. 

By acurious coincidence, Irish-trained 
horses have never won the Grand Nat- 
ional in two consecutive years, despite 
their fine record in the race, but follow- 
ing last year’s victory of Mr. What 
there seemed to be every prospect of 
breaking the ‘hoodoo’ this year. In addi- 
tion to the favorite, the eight horse

was the only other casualty, but soon all 
was chaos as The Crofter, and Valiant 
Spark, both well-placed, both came down 
at Becher’s, and in less time than it 
takes to record, another six horses had 
been brought to the ground including the 
well-fancied Done Up, the mount of cham- 
pion jockey, Fred Winter; the others were 
Eternal, Sundawn, Glorious Twelfth, Mr. 
Gay, and Henry Purcell. The last-named 
was unfortunately killed, and Eternal’s 
jockey, Peter Major,received a concussion, 
but these happily were the only serious 
casualties during the whole race. 


The Canal Turn 

As they reached the Canal Turn with 
its sharp 90 degrees turn, it was still 
Surprise Packet and Tiberetta ahead of 
the field with the Irish horse Belsize 
(who fell two later), Oxo, Kerstin, Vigor, 
John Jacques and Wyndburgh as their 
nearest pursuers. Back on the racecourse 
proper, Irish hopes received a further 
set-back when Slippery Serpent slithered 
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‘“‘Separating the men from the boys” - ‘‘The moment of truth” - or ‘‘What have you 
to offer?’’ - The scene at the dreaded Becher’s Brook in the Grand National Steeple- 
chase, at Aintree, England, OXO, the winner, M, Scudamore up, is on the extreme 


left.

challenge from the Emerald Isle includ- 
ed the third favorite, Slippery Serpent 
and the well fancied but diminutive Nic 
Atkins. But on this occasion the luck of 
the Irish, which has been right in over 
the past twelve months, deserted them. 


The Start 

The great day, though overcast, was 
dry, but visibility was no better than 
fair. Right from the start the drama 
began as Nic Atkins fell at the first 
fence along with the outsider Stop List, 
and another forlorn chance, Southerntown, 
came down at the second, Meanwhile, 
respectively right on the inside and at 
the very outside of the field, the two 
mares Surprise Packet and Tiberetta led 
the field down the long straight run over 
the first five fences towards the dreaded 
Becher’s Brook. Oscar Wilde at the fourth 


on landing over the eleventh and came 
down, at the previous fence the owner- 
ridden Dondrosa had refused. 

The next fence, known as The Chair 
(14th), which is the biggest obstacle on 
the course and is jumped only once, 
nearly proved to be the Waterloo of 
Tiberetta, who in 67 previous races had 
never fallen, for she took off ‘‘outside 
the wings’’, landed almost on top of the 
fence and slithered onto her stomach, but 
jockey Alan Oughton was able to keep her 
up and on she went though by then another 
mare, top-weighted Kerstin, had moved 
into second place as they all got safely 
over the water. With 18 still standing, 
away they went on the second circuit, 
except for the already tailed-off Royal 
Tournament, who declined to jump the 
first fence again, At this stage the order 
was Surprise Packet, Kerstin, Tiberetta, 
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Oxo, Mainstown, John Jacques, Wynd- 
burgh, Eagle Lodge, Soltown and Vigor, 
with Mr. What coming to join the lead- 
ing group as they rounded the bend, 


8 Fences Without Stirrups 

All went well until Becher’s again 
exacted its toll, for the leader Surprise 
Packet fell right in the path of the on- 
coming horses and then the grey Mains- 
town was also down, bringing Kerstin to 
the ground, In the ensuing melee, the three 
Irish horses, Soltown, Kilballyown and 
Irish Coffee all went, and Mr. What alone 
was left to battle for the Emerald Isle. 
But though we in the stands did not know 
it at the time, drama of another sort had 
affected Tim Brookshaw, the rider of 
Wyndburgh, for as he landed over the 
fence his off iron broke, and taking his 
foot out of the other he then rode the 
Scottish horse for more than a mile over 
eight more fences including the Canal Turn 
and Valentine’s without stirrups - surely 
one of the finest feats of horsemanship 
ever seen, even in a Grand National. 

Meanwhile Oxo had taken up the run- 
ning, but Wyndburgh was back on terms 
at the Canal Turn, where Green Drill, 
and Cannobie all fell. Pintail was badly 
baulked and Vigor refused, but soon Oxo 
had established a clear lead, As they 
came onto the racecourse again, Oxo led 
from Wyndburgh by some four lengths, 
with Mr. What improving past the tiring 
Tiberetta, but clearly having little chance 
of catching the leaders. And indeed, with 
two fences to jump, it looked that it 
must be Oxo bar a fall - and fall he near- 
ly did at the last; ‘‘he gave me a horrible 
moment” said rider Michael Scudamore 
afterwards. But still all was not over, 
for Wyndburgh began to close the gap on 
the long run-in, and it was only then that 
we saw for the first time that Brook- 
shaw’s legs were working feverishly - but 
in the manner of an old print of Fred 
Archer, dangling down below his horse’s 
stomach. Even with this great disadvan- 
tage, the gallant Wyndburgh was able to 
get to within a length and a half of the 
winner at the post, with Mr. What a 
further eight lengths hack. Then twenty 
lengths away came Tiberetta, the only 
other to finish, 

So ended a thrilling and memorable 
National, As always there were hard luck 
stories, but if that iron had not gone, it 
seems that Wyndburgh must have won, 
However, it was young Oxo on his first 
attempt that by a great display of jumping 
and stamina earned the prize of 13,646 
pounds, 


The Winner 
Both winning rider and horse are 
Products of the hunting field. 26 year 
old Michael Scudamore won his first 
Point-to-point twelve years ago, and 
graduated into the professional ranks after

riding for some years as an amateur. 
This was his ninth Grand National ride 
and his success was certainly deserved 
for he had previously finished second, third 
and fifth. 

Oxo, who is by Bobsleigh out of Patum, 
a well-bred mare coming of the same 
family as Hard Sauce, sire of Derby 
winner Hard Ridden, has had a romantic 
career. Bought as a yearling for 400 
guineas by Mr. Geoffrey Mason, he was 
then turned out and later hunted, After 
winning two point to points, his owner 
decided to sell him (owing to increasing 
weight he could no longer race himself), 
and sent him up to the Newmarket Sales. 
The writer remembers the day well for he 
intended to buy him for a friend if he 
went reasonably cheap, but one look at 
the horse soon made it clear that there 
would be nothing cheap about such a grand- 
ly-proportioned gelding. But few in the ring 
that day, for Oxo was the last lot to 
come up, expected that bidding would have 
reached 3,200 guineas before the hammer 
fell. Yet that is what he cost his owner, 
Mr. J. E. Bigg, and how well his temerity 
has paid off, 

Trainer Willie Stephenson now enters 
the exclusive groupof men who have 
trained both a Derby and a Grand National 
winner, for he it was who sent out *Arctic 
Prince to win at Epsom in 1951.

Saturday, March 7th, was the occasion 
of the Twelfth Essex Fox Hounds Point- 
to-Point meeting, which was held at the 
E. F. H, Hunt Club in Peapack, N. J. 
The weather was on the rugged side, def- 
initely cold and with a gale-force wind, 
which, though hard on everyone involved, 
was at least performing the service of 
drying up to some extent the heavy going 
created by a torrential downpour the day 
before. 

There were four races in all, one of 
which was over a marked course and two 
of which were run between flags. 

In former years the ‘‘three miles over 
fair hunting country” described a wide 
circle out and back, so that the spectators 
saw only the start and about two fields 
and then nothing until the horses showed 
up over the hill coming back to the Club, 
But this year the Point-to-Point Commit- 
tee, under the able chairmanship of Mr. 
Lewis C, Murdock, put in several new 
fences and changed the course to about a 
mile and a half, so that the horses went 
around twice and were almost constantly 
in view of the spectators, 


Whitemarsh Plate 

First on the card was The Whitemarsh 
Plate, the Junior Point-to-Point for chil- 
dren 13 to 16 years inclusive, run over 
approximately two miles in fair hunting 
country. This was a ‘“‘marked course” 
and turned out to be part of the flagged 
course above described, Four went to the 
post: Douglas Louden on his Buster Boy; 
Carol Hofmann on her The Kitten; Carole 
McNamara on her J’Espere, and Michael 
McNamara on his Radar. The pace-setter 
was Buster Boy anda slow pace it appeared 
to be, perhaps because of the fearful wind 
and perhaps because the children dis- 
trusted the going and wanted to save their 
horses. The first time around it was 
Buster Boy in front with The Kitten and 
J’Espere neck and neck about a length 
behind, carefully laying off the pace, But 
going into the second and last lap, both 
mares moved up and it began to look 
like anyone’s race.

Going down the hill and across the Club 
drive they were out of sight briefly, but 
when they showed up on the opposite 
hill, Frank’s Star and Mr. T were in 
front, separated by no’more than a head, 
Coming into the 14th they were neck and 
neck, and at a distance it looked as if 
the irons were touching. They held this 
position over the 14th, 15th and 16th 
fences, with neither gaining or giving an 
inch, But in the stretch it became obvious 
that Mr. T had given all he had, and Frank’s 
Star drove ahead to win by a length and 
a half. Three lengths behind Mr. T was 
Tipples, still running well, but unable to 
challenge the leaders, and 12 lengths be- 
hind him came the very tired San Marco. 


Ajax Bowl 

The third race was the same length 
and run over the same course as the 
second, the trophy being The Ajax Bowl. 
This was the heavyweight event, the horses 
carrying a minimum of 200 lbs. Three 
went to the post: Dolphin, owned and 
ridden by Mr. JohnMcNamara; Duel Rose, 
owned and ridden by Mr. John Pulverman, 
and Dragoon, owned and ridden by Mr. 
Oliver D, Filley, Jr. The first time 
around they were evenly spaced and look- 
ed almost like a hunt team, with Dolphin 
in front, Dragoon next and Duel Rose 
last, At the ditch in front of the Llth, 
Duel Rose bobbled, lost her jockey and 
was out of the race. Dragoon, running 
easily and jumping beautifully, closed in 
on Dolphin and pulled ahead in the stretch 
to win by a comfortable three lengths. 


The Old Fashioned 
The last race, an Old-fashioned Point- 
to-Point, was a two-trophy affair, the 
first horse to finish getting its name on 
the William V, Griffin Trophy and the 
first lady in getting her name on The 


Essex Plate. Mrs, Scribner, jointM, F.H. 


of The Essex Fox Hounds, and her eight- 
year-old bay gelding, Chick’s Pet, took the 
honors. Enhancing this double triumph 
was the fact that she rode side-saddle. 
Minimum weight in the event was 165 Ibs. 
Out of 14 original entries, seven mount- 
ed their horses in the paddock without 
the faintest idea of where they would be

California 
Mid-Winter Fair 


The California Mid-Winter Fair held 
at Imperial, February 28 to March 8, 
had a representative entry list, although 
it was not as large as the over 800 
horses entered at Indio two weeks pre- 
viously. Nevertheless, most of the top 
circuit horses that were available were 
entered, There are of course, quite a few 
who are not ready this early inthe season, 
The attendance was disappointing, there 
being relatively few people in the stands, 

In the Jumper Division, there was one 
horse that really stood out, namely, All 
Mio, owned by Jimmy Williams and ridden 
by Kenny Nordstrom. This horse put in 
what this observer believes was a re- 
markable performance. He was entered 
and shown in 6 jumper classes. He had 
a clean performance first time around in 
5S out of the 6 classes. He was only 
beaten on the jump-off in one of the 5 
classes and was second in that, The other 





4 classes, he won. This was indeed a top 
performance for any horse. The only class 
he was mixed up in was the F,E,I., in 
which he had 3 downs. However, no horse 
can win them all, especially against the 
kind of competition which we have in the 
Open Jumper Classes. He, of course, won 
the Jumper Championship of the Show. The 
Reserve Championship went toCalicoCat, 
owned by Artesia Stock Farm and ridden 
by J. J. Smith. 

In the Hunter Division there were a 
number of good goes. The stake was won 
by that brilliant young horse Lady’s Knight 
owned by Mrs. Wm. M, Rains and shown 
by Tom Blakiston. His performance was 
flawless and it was a well deserved win. 
This horse, showing in only 3 classes, 
ended up with the Reserve Hunter Cham- 
pionship, being topped by Above Reproach, 
owned and ridden by Marcia Williams and 
Silver Foot, owned and ridden by Cecelia 
Harper. These two horses tied for Cham- 
pionship, however, both had shown in 5 
classes. Both Silver Foot and Above Re- 
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proach jumped beautifully in all of their 
classes and certainly were entitled to tie 
for the Championship, Silver Foot was 
second in the Sweepstakes and Above 
Reproach was third. 

In the recently added division Green 
Hunter Class for California Thoroughbred, 
the Stake went to Ledgers Kid owned and 
ridden by Cynthia Cookingham. This horse 
had a nice even go and certainly earned 
the winners share. 

The Working Hunter Sweepstakes went 
to that brilliant young horse Periscope 
owned by the Menesco Stables and ridden 
by Celia Thorsen. 

The Show was judged by Mr. Clyde 
Kennedy who did a very good job of pinning 
his horses as he liked them and that is 
all any judge can do, I feel it should be 
mentioned that the Show Championships 
at this show were not awarded according 
to the American Horse Shows Assn, rul- 
ings, but were awarded according to the 
rules of the Pacific Coast Hunter, Jumper 
and Stock Horse Assn.

Intercontinental Show-Jumping 
Championship 


Ladislao Zgorzelski 


The intercontinental jumping champ- 
ionship between America and Europe, held 
in Vina del Mar, Chile, Feb. 4-8, a fashion- 
able seaside resort, was a most unusual 
event in the riding world, The purpose was 
to establish personal and friendly re- 
lations between riders of the two Con- 
tinents, as well as to learn from the 
example of the European and Olympic 
Champions. In addition the organizers’ 
aim was to bring together as large a 
number of nations of this hemisphere as 
possible, thus enabling them to observe 
each other, and to defend American 
prestige. 


Selections 

In order to keep down costs, two re- 
presentatives were invited from each 
country, and the necessary number of 
horses was provided locally. The animals 
were selected during the first part of the 
show, called the “‘Inter-American Select- 
ive Competition,”” at which two repre- 
sentatives of each American country were 
also selected to compete against the same 
proportion of European riders. 

The Old Continent was represented by 
the very cream of the world’s riders - 
from England, Colonel C. Blacker and 
Miss Pat Smythe; France; Mr. J. P. 
d’Oriola and Capt. M. Fombelle; Ger- 
many, Mr. and Mrs, H. G. Winkler; Italy, 
Capt. P. d’Inzeo; and Spain, Lt. Col. 
Espinoza de los Monteros and Mr. F, 
Goyoaga. 

Unfortunately the American Continent 
was only represented by three countries: 
Chile, Capt. G. Zuniga and Mr. R. Knoop; 
Colombia, Major P. Vidal and Capt. H. 
Suarez; and Argentina, Mr. P. Mayorga 
and Mr. H. Arrambide. There were thus 
fifteen competitors in all. 

The horses were selected according to 
their previous performances, The best 
classified animal had 76 points to its 


credit, and the last on the list had only 
48 points, an enormous difference of 
28 points between the two horses. Natural- 
ly, the rider with the worst horse, no 
matter how expert, would have little 
chance of winning the Championship. It 
seems obvious that to obtain really good 
animals equal to such a competition, they 
should have been chosen from double the 
number or more of participating countries. 
The assignment of the horses was not too 
satisfactory. For example one of the 
Argentine riders drew his own horse, 
which headed the list in the first place, 
and thus automatically became the favorite. 

The Championship consisted of three 
different classifying competitions, the 
first being based on speed jumping (par- 
cours de chasse) over medium obstacles. 
The second competition was of the 
**Puissance” type, over big fences. The 
third, in two rounds, was similar to the 
**Prix des Nations.”’ The four best classi- 
fied contestants in the three competitions 
took part in the final, changing horses. 


Preliminary Schooling 

Each rider had the chance to try his 
horse beforehand in two practice rounds, 
It was really thrilling to see these famous 
personalities preparing their horses for 
future combat. 

The performance of Winkler, the double 
world and former Olympic Champion, was 
closely followed by the public. The rider 
very soon made of his difficult and nervous 
horse (Manatiae, Chile - 75 points) a real 
machine, completely obedient to its rider. 
Thanks to his energetic, but correct aids, 
he obtained really wonderful results in a 
very short time. 

Piero d’Inzeo, winner of the most im- 
portant world prizes, and knownas the best 
technician of all, proceeded differently. 
His idea was to get together with his 
horse (Maiten, Chile - 67 points), correct- 
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ing its general balance and improving its 
confidence. His work was softer, but firm. 
The result was complete understanding, 
reached in a different way from Winkler. 

The Olympic champion, d‘Oriola, had 
very little to do, in his own words, be- 
cause the horse (Virrey, Argentina - 60 
points) was good and easy.” His riding 
was elegant and he made a fine figure. 

Pat Smythe, the world’s best woman 
rider over fences, worked her nervous 
Thoroughbred, (Sinbad, Chile - 66 points) 
very patiently, and with great intuition, 
with excellent (although momentary) calm- 
ing effect. 

Goyoaga, the world’s first show-jump- 
ing Champion, drew a 56 point horse 
(Huasco - Colombia, born in U.S.A.) which 
completely discouraged him lacking any 
chance of getting into the final. 


Classifying Competitions 

Prince Bernhard of the Netherlands, 
President of the Federation Equestre In- 
ternationale (F.E.I,), and its General Se- 
cretary, Chavalier de Menton de Horne of 
Belgium, arrived for the imposing open- 
ing ceremony inthe football stadium dotted 
with obstacles. 

The first jumping competition (speed) 
was won by P, d’Inzeo, who showed a 
magnificent practical interpretation of his 
theoretical principles, and achieved avery 
esthetic and smooth round. The runners- 
up were PatSmythe, Great Britain; Zuniga, 
Chile; Mayorga, Argentina; and Ar- 
rambide, Argentina. 

In the second competition (Puissance) 
the jumping was not difficult, consequent- 
ly there were eleven clear rounds, In 
order to save the horses the jury de- 
cided to permit only one jump off. Again 
six competitors finished without faults. 
First place was thus shared equally be- 
tween Zuniga, Chile; Vidal, Colombia; 
Goyoaga, Spain; Blacker, Great Britain; 
d’Oriola, France; and Arrambide, Argen- 
tina, After the first two days it became 
apparent that Winkler had lost all 
possibility of entering the final, while the 
chances of two South American competi- 
tors, Zuniga and Arrambide, (both on their 
own horses) were promising.

In the third competition (Prix des 
Nations), Pat Smythe suffered a heavy 
fall, while d*Inzeo had too many faults. 
On the other hand Lt. Col, Espinoza of 
Spain unexpectedly made two clear rounds 
in brilliant style on the excellent Jorjito 
(Colombia). Col. Blacker of Great Britain 
had only 5 1/2 faults. Mayorga of Argen- 
tina, with only 8 faults, occupied third 
position; the fourth place was a tie be- 
tween d‘Oriola, Arrambide and Zuniga. 


Four Finalists 
Consequently the four riders in the 


final were Col. Blacker on Stromboli, ™ 


Great Britain; Mr. d’Oriola on Virrey, 
France; Mr. Arrambide on S’il Vous 
Plait, Argentina; and Capt. Zuniga on 
Pillan, Chile. By chance the two Con- 
tinents were represented, two against 
two, for the decisive battle. 

The last course was not difficult, ex- 
cept for one combination, In the first 
round all the competitors had four faults 
each, Inthe second round (changing horses), 
they tied again, with the exception of Zuniga 
who had 12 faults. In the third round Ar- 
rambide suffered a fall in a combination 
and came out with 15 faults. Blacker had 
4 faults, Zuniga 8 1/4, while d’Oriola 
made the only clear round. In the last 
round Blacker and d’Oriola each had four 
faults, and Zuniga and Arrambide had 8. 
The final result was: - Intercontinental 
Champion 1959 - Mr. J. P. d’Oriola, 12 
1/2 faults, France; Reserve Champion - 
Col. Blacker, 16 faults, Great Britain; 
Mr. H. M. Arrambide, 31 faults, Argen- 
tina; and Capt. G. Zuniga, 32 faults, 
Chile. The best horses were Stromboli, 
Argentina, 16 faults; S’il Vous Plait, 


* Argentina, 20 3/4 faults; Pillan, Chile, 


27 faults; and Virrey, Argentina, 28 faults. 

Every night after the jumping there 
was a demonstration by the famous 
“Green” police unit of Chile whose high 
spirit, great ability, and skill produced 
real admiration on the part of the public. 
This unit is probably the only one on this 
Continent capable of demonstrating such 
difficult and dangerous exploits on horse- 
back, 


MID-SOUTH ASSOCIATION 

The Mid-South Horse Show Association 
held their Annual Dinner Meeting in Feb- 
ruary, in Jackson, Tennessee. About 400 
members from seven states attended. The 
following officers were chosen to head the 
group in 1959; President, O’Neil Howell of 
Memphis; Vice Presidents, Winston Che- 
airs of Germantown, Tenn. andDr. Thomas 
H, Reynolds of Columbia, Tenn.; Secre- 
tary, Edward C. Barham of Collierville. 
Awards were given to winners in the 1958 
point system. In the hunter and jumper 
division the champion was Pegasus, owned 
by H. R. Belew of Jackson, Tenn. Reserve 
Champion was U-Know-Fair also owned 
by Mr. Belew. Last year in the equitation 
division, the saddle seat and hunter seat 
were in the same division. It has been 
divided for the ‘59 shows. The highest 
hunter seat member was Camille Moore 
of Memphis. 

In the afternoon there was a School 
and Forum for show managers and com- 
mittee members. About 100 people attend- 
ed. E. C. Eggert of Nashville, manager 
of the American Royal Horse Show at 
Kansas City led a discussion of how to 
successfully manage a horse show.

Mr. Rodney Peal tells me that 
the new shop will be in Wigmore Street, 
next to ‘*The Times”’ bookshop. 

Mr. Peal is one of four Peals, and 
is of the sixth generation since the shop 
was founded in 1791. One of the four 
is his Uncle John, who on occasions is 
one of the travellers for the firm in 


America. There is a big transatlantic 
trade; the traveller sets up at a hotel, 
customers see the samples, choose the 
leather, are measured, and in due course 
their shoes arrive from London. 

I was glad to hear that we are still 
sufficiently rich and fastidious (or mal- 
formed) to supply the same number of 
customers to Peal’s as the shop had 
before the war. The main difference is 
that we make our shoes last longer, 
which is understandable, the cost being 
close on 18 pounds. Trade in riding boots 
remains brisk, (Reprinted from ‘The

Boosting British Pony Sales in the U.S.A. 


(EDITORS NOTE: The following appeared 
in a recent issue of Horse and Hound). 

Sir. - It must be well known to most 
people in the pony world that the Welsh 
and Shetland breeds have become in- 
creasingly popular in the U.S.A., so much 
so that exports have reached an all-time 
high record. We believe that it is vital 
to the interests of breeders of good 
quality show ponies to popularise the 
British pattern of the child’s show pony 
in America. This presents several formid- 
able difficulties. 

One of the writers (Mrs, Sellar) has 
spent part of the last two summers in the 
United States and has attended various of 
the large and small shows. Competitions 
there are put on for the “*hunting pony,” 
which has to gallop on in the ring ona 
loose rein over several small obstacles. 

This is not the British conception of 
either horsemanship or pattern, It appears 
that there are very few animals to compare 
with the English ponies so far as confor- 
mation and quality are concerned, 

Miss Stubbings and Col, and Mrs. 
Bullen recently took several of England’s 
best show ponies to America and bravely 
took on the best in that country. The ex- 
periment was not successful, chiefly be- 
cause of the way American ponies are 
produced and standards of judging being 
completely different, although the English 
ponies were admired by many. We should 
like to place the following scheme before 
all British breeders and exhibitors of 
children’s ridden and show ponies. This 
scheme would be an exhibition, not a 
competition, and we suggest that the 
American market, which has enormous 
potentialities for the British owner, could 
be exploited and educated, if breeders in 


this country are prepared to spend money 
in doing so. 

We have a plan, which has the good 
wishers of the British National Pony 
Society, to send eight good class show 
ponies across the Atlantic next autumn, 
four to be under 13 hands and four under 
14 hands 2 in. The party will probably 
consist of two or three adults and two or 
three children and the rest of the necessary 
riders gathered in on arrival. 

The suggestion is that a display might 
be put on at Harrisburg, Madison Square 
and the Toronto Winter Fair, somewhat 
on the lines of the Pony Club ‘‘Meet at 
the Cat and Custard Pot” at Harringay 
two or three years ago, the eight ponies 
to be provided by breeders and exhibitors 
in this country free of charge. 

We believe that if this were done, the 
Americans would readily see the type of 
beautifui pony that is being produced for 
children to ride in this country. We con- 
sider the cost of such an expedition might 
amount to as much as 3000 pounds, and 
suggest that the ponies should be sold, 
after visiting these shows, to defray ex- 
penses and should realize a good propor- 
tion of them. It may be possible to get a 
large commerical firm, engaged inexports, 
to sponsor the expedition, 

We realise that this is an ambitious 
project, but only in this way can markets 
for export be obtained. We would like to 
hear from your readers wherther the 
necessary support can be obtained so 
that the expedition can be planned and 
be put into operation, with all details 
completed by the spring of next year.

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Deer Hunts at 
Lake Erie College 


When cold and snow put an end to 
regular foxhunting, enthusiastic girls at 
Lake Erie College enjoy their long week- 
end rides hunting deer. 

No hounds are used. The deer are 
stalked, and, since the deer are soplenti- 
ful in this part of Ohio, riders on horse- 
back often come upon them. 

These hunts are led by L.G, Andahazy, 
director of the College riding program, 
Mr. Andahazy, assisted by his son, make 
the approach and start the chase in a way 
that accords the longest possible runs 
across: open areas. 

It is breathtaking to watch the tremen- 
dous graceful leaps of the deer across the 
fields, with their white tails flashing.

The deer are not actually frightened. 
They run only fast enough to keep ahead 
of the horses.

An heroic equestrian statue of George 
Washington was dedicated on Feb, 22 inthe 
plaza on the south side of Washington 


Cathedral. The statue is cast in bronze 
and finished in a satin gold leaf. Seen 
from the top of the Cathedral’s Pilgrim 
Steps, Washington, mounted on his charg- 
er, his head turned toward the Cathedral, 
appears to be on an eye-to-eye level with 
the viewer. 

The model is the work of the American 
sculptor, Herbert Haseltine, well known 
for his equestrian statue of Field Marshall 
Sir John Dill, unveiled in Arlington Cem- 
etery by General George Marshall in 1950, 
the famous statue of Mano’ War in Lexing- 
ton, Ky., and many others. 

The George Washington statue is the 
gift of the late James Sheldon of New 
York, who for many years combined his 
patronage of the arts and his interest in 
Washington Cathedral for the adornment 
of the Cathedral within and without. It 
was his thought that the Close of Washing- 
ton Cathedral was the logical place for 
the finest of all equestrian statues of 
the first President since it was he who 
conceived the idea of a ‘“*great church 
for national purposes” in the National 
Capital. 

In his specifications for the statue Mr. 
Sheldon wanted the statue faithfully to 
represent ‘“‘the only majestic man that 
America ever saw,’’ mounted on ‘‘the 
most glorious horse in all Christendom.” 

For the horse Mr. Haseltine chose a 
composite representation of the Thorough- 
bred type. His research to assure authentic 
accoutrements included West Point, the 
Smithsonian , Institute, Colonial Wil- 
liamsburg, the Tower of London and 
numerous museums of history as well as 
consultation with authorities in this coun- 

*try and in England. 

Mrs. Houghton Metcalf of Middleburg, 
Virginia, a former vice president of the 
National Cathedral Association said, after 
viewing the model of the statue in Mr. 
Haseltine’s Paris studio, ‘‘George is a 
young man with a mature, strong face of 
great character. The horse is the correct 
type for him to be riding and the con- 
ception, to my interpretation, is as though
